At a meeting on 10 May the Subcommittee reviewed tbs tentative 
research plans of fijesaber agencies for FI 1961 * Tbs Subcresaittee found 
fcfeat tha present and planned research activities are nest duplicative, 
but rather arc complementary and mutually beneficial » 

2 o Research and Collection deficiencies , 
a o Research Deficiencies . 

The current sta teme nt of Priority Deficiencies of Research in 
the field of population and manpower in the Sine-Soviet Bloc was approved 
in Iterate 195 * 1 * Two critical deficiencies were listc&s productivity of 
labor , and population and manpower resource* of regional and urban areas. 

Tbs research programs of member agencies have for the past & years been 
directed toward meeting these deficiencies. The failure of Bloc countries 
to provides output and employment data in sufficient detail continues to 
impede the making of satisfactory labor productivity studies . However, 
the research effort of past years on the USSR a* well as the increasing 
amount of literature on the subject emanating from the USSR have enhanced 
the likelihood of successful research in depth in this area of critical 
deficiency® Accordingly, Census and CIA are devoting an increasing amount 
of research effort to more detailed distributions of employment to pave the 
way for more intensive analysis of labor productivity® The preparation of 
estimates of population and manpower resources for regional and urban areas 
in all bloc countries — of critical importance for military intelligence — 
is proceeding. For the USSR* these efforts have been greatly aided by 
data made available from the 1959 census of population. 
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At its meeting of 10 May, the sybeansaittee agjeed to wftft si 
third priority research deficiency — total, industrial, sod agricultural 
wages end incest levels. Research in this ore* has in the past teen 
inhibited because of the paucity of inftowraiion . An increasing momt 
of information la now becoming available. Research efforts on this 
deficiency > primarily by CIA — ore currently being concentrated on 
the 0BSB- sod China,

At its meeting of 10 May, the subcommittee agreed on a 
statement of Priority Collection Deficiencies on population and manpower 
which has been forwarded in the E®3 -. The deficiencies listed were as 
follows; (1) forced, "volunteer", and army labor; (2) unemployment 
and underemployment; (3) hours worked; (4) internal migration; ( 5 ) wages 
and other income; (6) quality of management; and (?) incidence of diseases.

At its meeting on 10 May the Subcommittee agreed cn a set of 
population estimates for countries of the Sino- Soviet Bloc in selected 
years, 1938-75° The estimates are those given on CIA's so-called "Popsia^ 
tlon Wall Chart.” The Subcommittee plans to review these estimates 
annually, or often® r if needed, and will consider next ye#r the desira- 
bility of adopting "agreed basic population statistics" for other countries, 
The draft paper presenting the "agreed basic population statistics" for 
Sino-Soviet Bloc countries is now being reviewed by Subcommittee members 
and will be forwarded shortly through the E20 Secretariat for publication,
